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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This is intended to be a complete response to the Official Action mailed July 11, 
2005, in which claims 1-25 were rejected. 

Double Patenting 

In the Official Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-25 under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-28 of U.S. 6,702,114; claims 1-28 of U.S. 6,000,544; claims 1-40 of U.S. 
6,142,299; claims 1-28 of U.S. 5,845,775; claims 1-36 of U.S. 5,595,048; and claims 
1-20 of U.S. 5,428,939. 

Applicant hereby submits a terminal disclaimer over U.S. Patent Nos. 6,702,114; 
6,000,544; 6,142,299; 5,845,775; 5,595,048; and 5,428,939, thereby mooting the 
double patenting rejections over those patents. 

Specification 

In the specification, paragraphs [0204], [0210], [0213] and [0216] have been 
amended herein. Applicant respectfully submits that no substantive changes have 
been made to the application, and that no new matter is presented. Applicant 
respectfully requests entry of the amendments to the specification. 

Objections to the Drawings 

The drawings stand objected to under 37 C.F.R. 1.83(a) as not showing every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. 
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I) 

Figures 33, 35-38, 40-42, 44-46, and 48-49 have been amended to show the 
various features of the claims. 

Figures 33 and 35-37 now show a wrapper 148 having a closure flap 189a, a 
reservoir and an adhesive bonding material for holding the wrapper in a crimped 
position about a floral grouping. The wrapper 148 has a bonding material on the outer 
surface thereof (e.g., see claim 1 and 3) and an open lower end (e.g., see claim 8) and 
the bonding material has a release material disposed thereon (e.g., see claim 9). 

Figures 38 and 40-41 now show a wrapper 148a having a closure flap, a 
reservoir, and a cinching tab for crimping the wrapper (e.g., see claims 2 and 11). 
Wrapper 148a also has a closed lower end 154a (e.g., see claim 7 and 16). 

Figures 42 and 44-45 show a wrapper 148b having a closure flap, a reservoir, 
and a crimping bonding material on an inner surface thereof (e.g., see claims 1 and 4). 

A combination of wrappers 148 and 148b would provide a wrapper having a 
crimping bonding material on both the inner surface and outer surface of the wrapper 
(e.g., see claim 5). 

Figures 46 and 48-49 now show a wrapper having a closure flap, a reservoir, 
and a crimping bonding material on the inner surface and a cinching tab (e.g., see 
claim 1 and 2, and 11). Claim 6 could be obtained by combining any of these wrappers 
with the label bonding material 254k shown in Figure 59. 

The figures now show the various features and embodiments of the claims 
pending herein. No new matter has been added. 

Applicant hereby requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection to the 
drawings. 
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Objection to the Abstract 

The abstract of the disclosure stands objected to because it is not descriptive of 
the embodiment claimed. 

The Abstract has been amended to reflect the claimed embodiment. Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection to the Abstract.
